The pretense that the Executive Committec
nowinated the new ticket was only n fiction.

THE PENSION AGENTS.

A Wasarxoroy telegram states that an appeal
is about to be made from the decision of a
commissioner justifying the Government
pension agents of Philadelphia in a refusal to
pay toattorneys the amonnt due to pensioners.
We are not apprized of the details of this
particular controversy, but it appavently in-
volves, to some extent, a prineiple of no little
importance. The nation appropriates a large
sum annually to wounded soldiers, or the
dependent fuwilies of the martyrs of the war,
and every possible precaution should be taken
to insure the reception of this money by the
persons for whom it is really intended. Ex.
tortionnte ngents and avarvicious attorneys
have absorbed by far too  large
a portion of the legacies of maimed hevoes
and the generous provision for the support of
bereaved widows and orphans,

It is matter of record that thousands of
Union soldiers, especially those enlisted in
the Houth, have been cheated onl of the
whole amount of their bonnties, and even in
the North a fearful aggrogate of tolls have
been extracted on various pretences from
the Government pensions. The further at-
torneys are thrown into the lmf:kgmuml in
these transactions, the better willit be for the
Government and the legititimate objects of
its bounby. In spite of all
that has been done by State agents, by tl!e
Banitary Commission, and by varions public
pfficials to protect the soldiers, many have
